least twenty-five minutes before a stream 
was put in play. No stock was burned with 
tho exception 'of a few chickens. 
A horse 


was in the stable at tbe time the fire start- 
ed but the animal was liberated by A. J. 
Oiidwallader, who had his arm slightly 
burned while he was In tbe stable. 
The 


cows were fortunately out at pasture. Tho 
horse had till head and part of bli neck 
burned, and when liberated rsn to tbe 
other end of town. It is supposed tbat 
the flro was of incendiary origin or that 
some one lu.d gone Into the barn to sleep 
with a lighted plpo as there was no fire In 
or near tho barn. There wo* a small In- 
surance on the buildings that were con- 
sumed and on tho contents, but the lose is 
estimated at about $1000. 


The trolley company has deposited be* 


tween tho rails and eighteen inches on 
each side of tho tracks a layer of loose 
crushed stone, which is supposed to cover 
the ordinance tbat compels tbe company 
to macadamize the street between the 
rails and oil each side of them to a dis- 
tance of eighteen inches. It Is hoped toat 
tlio Street committee will not consider 
tills a fulfillment ot the agreement, as It 
IH no job at all. The street was original- 
ly in good condition until the trolley com- 
pany tore it up. The tearing up of the 
street was fair enough as this, of course, 
hud lo be done in order to put the tracks 
down, but whero the rub comes in is tbat 
they have absolutely failed to put the 
street in thu condition that they found 
it, and for which tbe sum of five thousand 
dollas was expended in making It one of 
the finest streets In the county. Tbe troW 
loy company agreed to put brick on tho 
parts of the street that they disturbed, 
but thu seems to have fallen through al- 
together, and now they have placed a lay- 
er of crushed etone on the street and this 
will, it is supposed, end the matter. 
It 


should not if tbe Street committee com- 
pels tbe company to live up to its argoe- 
ment, and it is the place of the Council 
that represents the wishes of the com- 
munity at largo to see that this committee 
obliges the trolley company to fulfill every 
part of tbe agreement to the letter.

woman I think I have a right to*speak np- 
on a subject of public interest. 
While 


coming up Wood street Saturday evening 
I was surprised to see how some people 
conduct themselves on the street. Be- 
tween Mill and Market streets I could 
hardly walk for some of the illmnnnered 
colored people.

with some friends from the boat 


wharf and we were compelled to get out 
on the curb in order to get past two very 
untidy women who had a baby coach in the 
centre of the walk and it stood in such a 
way that it took up more room than was 
necessary, and what room was avalalble to 
walk past was taken np by these women. 
The coach stood before a door of one of 
the families who live there and they would 
not move it in order that people on the 
highway might pass.

Ziein, Chopin mid I sat talking in my 
Btudlo. In one corner of the room stood 
a piano and in another the complete 
skeleton of a mnn with a large white 
cloth thrown, ghostlike, about it. 
I 


noticed that now and again Chopin's 
gaze would wander, nnd from my 
knowledge of the man I knew that his 
thoughts were far away from me and 
his surroundings. More than that, I 
knew that he was composing. 


Presently he rose from his seat with- 


out a word, walked over to the skele- 
ton and removed the cloth. He then 
carried it to the piauo and, seating 
himself, took the hideous object upon 
his knees—a strange picture of life and 
death. 


Then, drawing the white cloth round 


himself and the skeleton, he laid the 
la tier's fingers over his own and be- 
gan to piny. There was no hesitatloa 
in the slow, measured flow of sound 
which he nnd the skeleton conjured 
up. As the music swelled iu a loudei 
strain I closed my eyes, for there was 
something weird in that picture of man, 
and skeleton seated at the piano, with 
the shadows of evening deepening 
around them and the ever swelling and 
ever softening musjc filling the air 
with mystery. And I knew I was lis- 
tening to a composition which would 
live forever.

np the piano chair was empty, and on 
the floor lay Cfiopin's unconscious 
form, and beside him, smashed all to 
pieces, was the skeleton I prized so 
much.

Pennsylvania Railroad Company and the 
Philadelphia, Bristol and Trenton Street 
Jail way Company, the successor of the 
arious trolley enterprises that have en- 
deavored to operate an electric line upon 
tho old Brlatol pike in the vicinity of Croy- 
don station. 


After winning its case in the Supreme 


Court, the Neshaminy Elevated Railroad 
Company, which was chartered under the 
recent Focbt-Emery act, will be dissolved 
and t ha-elevated structure which has been 
partly erected nlong the pike in front of 
[be property of Henry Gaw, Jr., will be 
taken down and the two ends of the trol- 
ley lin) connected by a surface road. 


The Gazette has been aware of this most 


important compromise for several days 
and is the first newspaper to give the im- 
portant information to the pbnlic. 


The objection of the Pennsylvania Riil- 


road Company to the many efforts to close 
the gap in the road at Oroydon has become 
history, and thousands of dollars have 
been spent in litigation in fighting for the 
right to lay trolley tracks upon the disput- 
ed territory, but at liurt the victory has 
been won and the road vcill now be com- 
pleted. 
When seen by a Gazette representative 


in regard to the case B. F. Ollkcson, Esq., 
one of the attorneys for the trolley com- 
pany, verified the story of the peaca com- 
pact and said the "Oroydon Elevated" 
would live only In memory and that the 
connecting surface road would probably 
be bnilt at once.

The Sherwood Will Case. 


By a decree of the Supreme Court, an- 


nounced on Thursday, an opinion of the 
Bucks oounty Court is affirmed, the case 
being that of an appeal of Robert II. Sher- 
wood, beneficiary in the estate of the late 
Isabalhv H. Sherwood, against a decree award- 
ing a share of the estate lo Henry F. Sher- 
wood, a supposed decedent. The appellant 
wiw represented by Henry Lear, of Doyles- 
town. 


The question involved Is whether Iho Or- 


phans' Court dhould not open a decree of a 
distribution of the personal estate awarding 
a share thereof to the administrator of n son 
of the decedent, a presumption of the dead) 
of the son having arisen some ten years be- 
fore the death of Ihe father. The action 
further tested the constitutionality of the act 
of June 24,1885,under the provisions ot which 
the administrator, B F. Gilkeson, ofBiistol, 
w»s appointed and under which the distibu- 
lion was made. 


The case is an interesting one legally, as 


by the decision of the Supreme Couit the act 
oll885 is, intercntially, declared constitu- 
tional, and various provisions of th« act in- 
terpreted. 


The preliminary action (o the proooedinpi 


ocourre 1 shortly after the death of Isabella H, 
Sherwood, on January 28tb, 1900, her hus- 
band having died previously. She was sur- 
vived by a son Robert H. Sherwood, and a 
daughter, Catherine S. Jones 
She had a 


son, Henry F SUerwood, who left his home 
in Bristol township in 1872 
He wrote to 


his mother from New Orleans, June 29,1873, 
since which time nothing ML been heard of 
him. 
On March llth, 1900, Mr. GilkeTOU 


became administrator for the estate of Isa- 
bella H. Sherwood. 


The proceedings instituted by Mr Lear, on 


behalf of his client, were to ask for a review 
of the proceedings, so that the estate should 
be divided between the two krown surviving 
children, instead of holding a one-third share 
for Henry F. Sherwood, who was presume! 
to be deceased, all proper effort having been 
made to reveal his wherabouts.

SPEED OF SHIPS.

"How do yon ascertain the «peedfof 


• ship?" is a question frequently "»*•] 
dressed to naval men, and an ciplana-^ 
tton will therefor*- probably.be ofln-v 
terest to many raider*. There are sev-" 
eral methods, nays Army and Navy II- 
Instrated, the commonest and most an-, 
clcnt being by the use of the log. This 
instrument consists of three parts, the 
tognhlp, the line and the marks. Tbe 
logsblp Is n piece of wood about half 
an inch thick and shaped like a quad- 
rant, with n piece of lead let in round 
the circular ortgc to mnke it float per- 
pendicularly la the water. It Is hung 
by lines at each angle, the three lines 
being joined together about two feet 
from the logship. Two of the lines 
arc securely fixed to the ship, and the 
other has.a bone peg at the end, which, 
being pushed Into a hole In the ship, 
temporarily fastens It there. 


From the point of Juncture of the 


tree lines a mifflcifnt length is meas- 
ured, generally about 100 feet, to take 
the k>B«Wp well clear of the ship's 
wash. This is called the "stray line" 
and is marked with a piece of bunting. 
From the bnnting is measured 4T.feet 
8 Inches and the line marked here with 
a piece of leather. Then another 47 
feet 8 Inches IB measured off and 
marked with two knots, then another 
space the same length and marked 
with three knots. Half way between 
each batch of knots one single knot is 
made. The log line is then ready for 
use. 


The space between the knots is found 


from the simple little rule of three 
sum— as 8,000 seconds (number of sec- 
onds In an hour) Is to twenty-eight sec- 
onds (length of sandglass), so are 6,080 
feet (number of feet In a nautical tnlle) 
to the length of line required, which 
works out to 47 feet 3 inches. 


To use the log four persons are re- 


quired—two men to hold the reel on 
which the line Is wound, the quarter- 
master to hold the glass and the mld- 
Bhipman of the watch to heave the log. 
The last named puts the peg flimly in 
the losshlp and then gathers three or 
four colls of line In his hand, sufficient 
to admit of the logship being thrown 
well clear of the ship He asks, "Clear 
glass, quartermaster 1" "Clear glass, 
sir," comes the reply, and overboard 
go the logsliip and line, the reel rap 
idly revolving. Presently the middy 
feels the piece of bunting passing 
through his hand, and he gives the or- 
der, "Turn " The quartermaster turns 
the glass and matches the sand, while 
one "rcelcr" holds well over his head, 
KO as to give the line fnlr play. When 
the sand has run out, "Stop!" cries the 
quartermaster. The midshipman grasps 
the line, assisted by the other "reeler," 
and looks for the nearest knot, finding 
a single one close to his hand. Then 
the line Is hauled In, and four knots 
appear, which signify that the ship is 
going four and one-half knots through 
the water.' The jerk of the line drags 
the peg from the logship, which now 
floats on It's flat side and is easily 
hauled In. When a ship is going over 
four knots, a fourteen second glass Is 
used, the speed being double that 
shown by the knots on the Hue.— Home 
Journal and Nona. 


A QUEER BUSINESS. 


The \V»T 
HOVIICM on Fire \V«ro 


Donah! In Ancient Hume. 


One of the strangest businesses in 


undent Home is mentioned by Juvenal 
in his satires. It consisted of bujing 
bouses on fire The speculator hurried 
to the scene, attended by slaves carry- 
Ing bags of money and others carrying 
tools, judged the chances of sahage 
and made a bid to the distracted house 
owner, who was glad to accept any- 
thing, as a rule. The bargain struck in 
all haste, this earliest of fire assurers 
set his slaves to •nork and secured 
what be could. Sometimes even he pnt 
out the flames and so made a coup. 


It was n business for capitalists, but 


the poorest who speculated in a small 
way could hardly lose If he had pres- 
ence of mind enough to grasp the 
chances. Thus Cato the Elder, as 
well as Crassus, laid the foundation 
of his great wealth. 
He gradually 


collected a force of carpenters, innsons 
and such artificers—slaves, of course— 
which reached 500 men. Not only did 
he buy houses on fire, but also, enlarg- 
ing upon the common practice, he made 
a bid for those adjoining which stood 
In danger. Ills proposals were com- 
monly welcome, we learn, so helpless 
were the people and so great the peril. 
By this means Crassns became the 
greatest owner of house property In 
Borne. 


HaleM by Divine Rich). 


Charlemagne was the first great 


ruler who proclaimed himself king and 
emperor by divine right. He did not 
allege, however, that the divine right 
bad come to him direct from heaven, 
but based his claim on the fact that 
the bishop of Rome, then the spiritual 
ruler of the Christian world, had 
anointed him and placed the crown of 
the holy Roman empire on his head 


The term "Del Cratia" ("by divine 


right" or "the grace of God") was thus 
used to express the right to rule as 
coming from the head of the church 
until the days of Luther and the refor- 
mation. Then the power of the church 
was so shaken that rulers no longer 
felt sure that they could rest unchal- 
lenged on their right to rule as given 
to them by Home. So the term "by 
divine right" became construed as 
meaning that the kings ruled by right 
of Ood's will as expressed in the Old 
Testament, in which God is recorded 
as having chosen kings himself to rule 
the people.—Exchange. 


The Term "Greenhorn." 


The term "greenhorn" originated In 


this way The pioneers of the west 
were much given to hunting deer. It 
was a fact known to the early settlers 
that when the horn of a fawn began to 
grow there was a ring of green hair 
around the spot where the horn was 
coming out. It was considered a dis- 
graceful thing for a hunter to kill a 
fawn, a cruel act, and the killing time 
was regulated by the growth of the 
born. There was a sort of unwritten 
law that no one should kill a male 
fawn before Us horns could be seen. 


A person who was so unthoughtf ul as 


to kill a deer under the proper age was 
called a "greenhorn."
